A SPEECH. - 


S HORTLY before || o'clock last night Mr. W. W. 
McDowell, United States Minister Plenipotentiary 
to the Irish Free State, collapsed at a State banquet in 


his honour in the Throne Room of Dublin Castle, and 
died within a few minutes. | 


His death occurred with tragic suddenness. A large 
and distinguished gathering had been invited to the 
banquet, over which Mr. de Valera, President of the 
Executive Council, presided. All the members of the 
Government and the Diplomatic Corps in Dublin were 
present, together with their ladies, 4 the function had 
all the brilliance of a State reception. 


Mr. de Valera made a short speech, in which he laid 
stress on the close associations that existed between Ireland 
and the United States, and welcomed Mr. McDowell to 
Dublin as representative of a-nation which had some four- 
teen million citizens of Irish descent. | 


Mr. McDowell, rising to reply, made a polished and 
witty speech, in which he recalled the fact that he had 
come from “ Little Ireland ’’ in the United States, and 
had owed his first real start in life to the help of an Irish- 
man in Montana. As he was speaking he suddenly was 
seen to grow pale and to stagger. He collapsed on the 
ground, to the consternation of his fellow-guests. He was 
sitting beside President de Valera, with Mrs. de Valera 
on his right. Next to Mrs. de Valera was Dr. von Dehn, 
the German Minister, who immediately rushed to Mr. 
McDowell's aid. Dr. James Ryan, Minister for Agricul- 
ture, also dashed to the dying man’s side, and he and Dr. 
von Dehn, realising that the Minister had had a heart 
attack, tried to revive him by artificial respiration. For 
nearly three-quarters of an Ge Dr. von Dehn and Dr. 
Ryan did everything in their power, but Mr: McDowell 
never recovered consciousness. 


THE PAPAL NUNCIO. 


In the meantime, most of the guests, realising that 
they were in the presence of death, left the room, and 
many of the women were overcome by shock. | Among 
those who remained at the dying Minister's side to the 
very end was Monsignor Paschal Robinson, the Papal 
Nuncio to the Free State. Dr. McCauley, who was 
called hurriedly to the Castle, arrived. shortly after Mr. 
McDowell's collapse, but was unable to be of assistance, 
as the Minister already was dead. 


The body was removed in the Dublin Corporation 
ambulance to the American Legation in the Phoenix Park, 
where it arrived at 12.15 a.m. : 


As the banquet was a private function, news of Mr. 
McDowell 's death did not become known until midnight, 
and most of the persons who had been present were too 
stunned by the suddenness of the tragedy to give any 
account of what had happened. Mr. McDowell s Ameri- 
can colleagues, who included Mr. Richard Washburn 
Child—a close personal friend—and Mrs. Child, were 
overcome with grief, and there were painful scenes as the 
guests hurriedly left the Castle for their homes. 


The small crowd that had gathered in the neighbour- 
hood of the Castle to watch the arrival and departure of 
the distinguished gathering had no inkling of what had 
happened, and not until the ambulance arrived did they 
begin to suspect that anything untoward had occurred. 


THE GERMAN MINISTER. 


Much appreciation was expressed by everybody of 


the presence of mind of the German Minister and Dr. 


Ryan, who strove so hard to restore the dying Minister s 
heart action. 


On the return of the American party to the Legation 
Mr. James Orr Denby, Secretary of Legation, who, with 
his wife, was among the guests, immediately communi-

A painful sensation was created in Dublin when the 
announcement of Mr. McDowell’s death was made at an 
carly hour this morning. Although he had only been in 
Ireland for a short time, he had already gained a wat 
popularity, and his breezy manner had made a highly 
favourable impression on all those who met him.
